The report of the directors stated that their anticipations of a pro- 
fitable result from the carrying on of these works In the past year have not been 
realised. The returns of tho latter part of the year 1870 led them to form the 
favourable opinion expressed in their report of February last, but they have 
since ascertained that to a certain exrent those returns were exceptional. ‘The 
works have been prosecuted during the past year, upon the whole, under favour- 
abletonditions, except as to the market price of lead, and the dircetors have 
satisfied themselves by personal examination on several occasions that they are 
conducted with efficiency and cconomy; but, although the returns have met the 
costs, which arechte'y charged up, they have failed to leaveany profits. This 
may In part be attributed to the lower price of lead which prevailed during 
the year in comparison with the previous year. The recent rise in the market 
price of lead will leave a profit equal to about 1l. per ton, and there is a pro- 
bability of this being increased by any further rise in the market. Within 
the last month a suggestion has been made to the directors by a gentleman who 
they understand 1s practically acquainted with the business, for a modification 
of the plan of smelting, which if successful wou!d considerably increase the re- 
turns. The directors intend to try the proposed plan, as they find that an ex- 
periment of it can be madeat a small cost, and if the result shows a reasonable 
prospect of success the necessary arrangemeuts will be made for carrying out 
the plan completely. All costs are charged up to Dec. 31. Both the cost and 
thie returns are considerably larger than in the accounts of the previous year, 
showing the increased activity with which the works have been carried on. The 
manager reports that the whole of the works and machinery have been main- 
tained in good working order, 

The accounts showed a balance of Habilities over assets of 1541, 7s, 7d. 

The CHAIRMAN compared the balance-sheet for 1870 with that for 
1871, stating that the increased outlay arose from the extra amount 
of work done. The returns for 1870 realised 1610/., and 29197. for 
1871. Unfortunately,the additional returns had not resultedina profit. 
The improvement in the price of lead had not told in favour of last 
year’s returns, The experiments referred to in the report had been 
made in view of an improved blasting, but they had not been suffi- 
ciently successful to warrant the directors in proceeding. The sug- 
gested improvementin smelting had been made by a gentleman who 
had recently become a shareholder, after having visited the works 
and made careful experiments upon the debris.

position, which was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the next question was with reference to 
increasing the number of directors. It might be satisfactory to the 
shareholders to know that the agreement with the vendors had been 
completed. The vendors had handed over the patents of the Chloride 
Flat, and instructions had been sent out to San Francisco for their 
registration in the name of the company; the vendors had also pald down the 
10,0092, promised, and bad undertaken to pay the 30,0001. at different dates, 
giving a guarantee that those amounts will be faithfully paid—a guarantee of 
such a character that no proprietor could entertain any donbt about the matter. 
It had been suggested in a letter sent to the board that a dividend should be paid, 
which was clearly impossible, as dividends could ouly be pald out of the net earn- 
ings of the company. At the present time they had in cash In London 22,3991., 
against which there was the December cost of 29°8/., leaving a balance of 19 4911., 
which may fairly be considered to represent the 10,00U1. last paid, and the 10,0901 
paid previously to the last meeting ; therefore, be considered that money ought" 
to be kept intact for the development of the mine, (Hear, hear.)

REMARKS.—Our markets again show further improvement, and 
increased activity is discernible in three of the leading metals—iron 
copper, and tin—the prices of which are again moving in an upward 


direction. As the year advances the trade increases, and developes 
itself daily more and more; and if this state of things should con- 
tinue the year 1872 will prove one of the most prosperous ever expe- 
rienced in the metal trade, The only drawback that could happen would be 
from political causes, and nothing of the kind Is apprehended by the commercial 
community, If the Washiog'on Treaty unfortunatel) falls through for wantot 
clear and proper wordlug, and Its trne meaning expressed, no other feeling than 
that of disappolutment will he mani ested on either side, tor the wish of the 
people of botb nations tx to iiveon good and frien: ly terms with one another 
The welfareof Mugland and America depends upon uuinterrupted commerce, and 
it is to be hoped that the two Governments will use every exertion and endea- 
vour to effet a satisfactory acttlement, aud for ever di-pose of the Alabama 
claims. Tuesday teing Thanksgiving Day, and strictly observed in tlie City, has 
naturally curtatied bu-iness opportunities; but, as no catastrophe occurred 
to mar the event, merchants resumed their oc upations, and have entered 
the market again with renewed energy. The contemptible attack since made 
on the Queen looks like the mad act of a poor deluded youth. Money here re- 
maining cheap and abundant, and the Bank of France having lowered its 
rate 1 per cent., tend to Impart coufidence, beeidcs affording facilities for the ex- 
tension of sound and legitimate enterprise, 

Copprk.—On Monday last, upon the announcement of the char- 
ters from Chili, which amount to 3000 tons for the last fortnight of 
the month of January, the Associated Smelters adjusted their official 
rates more in accordance with the market value, making tough and 
tile 912., and sheets and sheathing 962. per ton, at and below which 
prices orders had been previously placed for shipment; the small 
consumers only, therefore, benefit by this alteration, and they will doubtless 
take advantage of it, and begin to buy more frecly, The home trade, Rirming- 
ham excepted, bas been the support of Kuglish copper for two months, and there 
is every reason to expect Increascd consumption as the season advauces, There 
has hitherto been a marked absence in the demand for Birmingham, India, 
Germany, Russia, and France, so (hat a great Improvement may be anticipated 
shortly for all these places; in fact, already a better enquiry has set in for the 
two last-named places ; and, as the supplies of Chill produce advised up to the 
present time are still light, the prospects of the market are not only cheerful, but 
signally good aud encouraging. Itisextremely probable that as the above places 
have not been taking their usnal quantity for so long orders may flow In toge- 
ther very fast, and effect a rapid rise in value. It is stated that the whole of 
the charters Just advised are taken from the stock in Chill, and that nothing 
fresh bad arrived from the mines; the stock there is now only estimated at 
5/00 tons, against 8700 tons, which appears a strong evidence of the falilug off 
lu the production, aud this view sceims to be generally entertained here, as sellers 
mostly decline selling below previous rates, and buyers are very cager to «fect 
purchases, expecially for cash and ehort prompts; indecd, avy large quantity 
could not be procured without prying considerably higher rates, The best erl- 
Lerlon as to the genulneness and substantlallty ot the present position of copper 
may be gathered from the reduced stocks everywhere, and these are fast disap 
pearing, acd unless they are speedily replenished by supplics frum abroad a 
scarcity will be experienced iu a very little time. According to the last advices 
from Valparaiso great aulmation was reported in that market, and prices wire 
advancing, freights were also very high, being 57s. 60. to 604, and difficult to 
oblatu tonnage, To Indla large exports must be made to make good the defi- 
clences of the last year or two, Chill bars this week have changed hands prin- 
elpa ly from 82. 103, to 831, 103, for Lota and Urimeneta, cash prompts, and 841, 
to SSL. with extended prompts. Wallarroo, 921, Sellers now ask higher prices. 

Iron.—In mauufactured iron prices have not undergone any alte- 
ration, the masters are unanimous in adhering to the recently esta- 
blished advances ; and, notwithstanding the increased rates, there is 
no disposition evinced at present to commence underselling, This is 
a pretty good indication of the state of trade, where such great com- 
petition usually exists it is very seldom that all the works are able at 
one and the same time to show such an independent course, but until back 
orders are more generally worked off sellers are not likely to submit to any con- 
ces-lons, The spring demand for the Northern ports will soon be coming on, 
and turther pressure, consequently, put upon the works to give quick dispatch ; 
but there are very few sellers able 10 comply with sueh terms, for they are al- 
ready fully employed, cxeep'ing some of the works whieb ore alinest standing 
still for want of tucl. This occurs particularly in Staffordshire, which is caus- 
ing great anvoyance and inconventiuce, and they cannot accept orders with any 
definite time of delivery. Makers are firm at their quotations, and at present 
have no cecasion to redtce their rates. Tu Wolverhampton speculation is said 
to have ceased, prices b ing beyond what is di emed safe for speculative purposer. 
but the legitimate demand keeps (he works sufficicntly engaged, and orders have 
been given out freely. Bare, 12/.; plates, 141. In Yorkshire no change is re- 
ported in the position of affairs. All through the district satisfactory accounts 
are recvived ; the demand excceds the suppiy, and sellers are firm at previons 
quotations. Buyers complain very much of sellers not being more punctual in 
their deliveries, but there ls no alternative but to submit, and patienity to abide 
their time; it ts no use threatening to buy against sellers elsewhere, lor every- 
one scems alike, and to cancel an order with one works to give out to another, 
in the hope of getting Imme tate delivery, results in no advantage, for none of 
the makers appear to keep their contracts as regards time—procrastination ts 
the order of i.eday. In the Middlesborough di-trict there is great activity ; 
the prices of pigs assume an upward tendency, and this 1s likely to be the case 
while the supply is inadequate to the demand, and instead of any probable dl- 
minution orders may greatly Increase, and the quantity required far exceed the 
capabilities of makers. and the want of coals will terribly interfere with pro- 
duction.

IMPROVEMENTS IN PULVERISING ORES, 


Tn the Supplement to the Mining Journal of Feb. 10 reference was 
made to, and an illustration given of, an improved Pulveriser, onthe 
slab and muller principle, invented by Mr, F'Ras, DINGEY, of Truro, 
and recently introduced at Bronfloyd and other mines, The machine 
is described as being constructed of an iron pan, 6 ft. diameter, with 
vertical sides, in which are 12 holes, 15 in. by 5 in., fitted with fine 
punched copper-plates or wire-gauze. In the inner part of the plan 
are portable plates, or shoes, made of the best white iron, and easily 
replaced when worn out. In this pan are four revolving plates, shoed 
inlikemanner; theseare 2} ft.diameter, and revolve about 200 rounds 
a minute—these moving with the sun, whilst the panrevol ves against 
the sun by means of a pinion-wheel working in the outer edge of 
the pan, so that the bottom plate is always changing its position, 
and thus prevents the possibility of wearing in grooves. The ma 
chine is set in motion by the motive-power connected to the hori. 
zontal shaft. This drives a vertical shaft, with a spur-wheel, work. 
ing the four pinions connected to the spindle which drives the run 
ners in the bottom of the pan, The machine is fed by means of 9 
screw working in a hopper, which passes the stuff to a round laun. 
der (where there is a stream of water brought in), and from thence 
it passes in near the centre of the revolving plates, and is imme 
diately carried under these, and is ground and sent through the 
grates with great rapidity, caused by the centrifugal force of the 
watcr from the revolving plates, when it is received into a launder, 
conveying it direct to the buddies. The machine is so constructed 
that it can be bolted down anywhere to a foundation, and set to 
work immediately, or it can be made in light parts, for exportation 
to foreign mines, A 10-in. cylinder engine is capable of driving it, 
or it can be driven with water-power where convenient.

The stamps-heads, however hard, are found to wear irregularly, and after 4 
time only a portion of the face acts on the rows. ‘Tne manager of the mine, 
Capt. GILES, and the chief dresser, Capt. HALL, agree in stating that the pulver- 
iser, kept fully at work, is cqual to at least 30 heads of stamps. The cost of 
30 heads of stamps, not including engine, cannot be put at less than 2401. T'

tificial light, instead of in daylight, te miner is already paid twice 
e wages of other labourers of similar social rank. In carefully 
dying the statistics of colliery accidents it is found that, taking 
saverage of the entire kingdom, one life is annually lost for each 
) personsemployed in colliery working, and we opine thatit would 
difficult to find any factory, engineers’ works, or building under- 
king carried on with as little loss of life; there cannot, therefore, 
any valid reason why the legislation for collieries should be ex- 
tionally stringent, Ifit be thought desirable to interfere with all 
ds of children’s labour, as it has been interfered with by tbe Fac- 
y Act, let the legislation be general, and include all children and 
Js under a given age who may be working for wages.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Fvb, 29:—Not a few gleams of sunshine have visited the county 
during the past week, and we have actually had a couple of conse- 
cutive days without rain, It may safely be assume/, we hope, that 
the worst of the floods are gone br, and that the over-tasked engines 
of the half drowned out mines—wholly drowned would be very much 
nearer the mark in some cases—will speedily be able to reduce the 
water. Notthat immediate relief will be experienced in all instances, 
There are mines in which, owing to the nature of the strata, the ef- 
fects of rains are not felt until some little timenfter their occurrence ; 
and in those cases a corresponding time must elapse before the bene- 
fits of their cessation are experienced. 

In some other directions, also, the prospect seems brighter. Tin 
is firm, and a speedy rise is anticipated. Moreover, several of the 
hew concerns are being vigorously-pushed forward, with excellent 
prospects, Still, the condition of the personnel of the mines is not 
so satisfactory as it ought to be, for the-exodus of the best miners 
continues, At Botallack and the neighbouring mines there is also 
actually a strike, caused, it is said, by the refusal of the men to fol- 
low the example of their fellows elsewhere, and give up ‘‘ Maze Mon- 
day” to secure the abolition of the five-weeks month, The question, 
““ What shail be done to retain our miners ?” is rapidly becoming one 
of the most vital interest to the staple industry of the county. No 
one now can doubt that the abolition of the five-weeks month was 
a step towards that most desirable consummation, Botallack not- 
withstanding. Perhaps the experience of West Wheal Basset will 
lead to a solution of the difficulty ; if not, itis hard to say what will. 
Rules more favourable to the working miner have certainly never 
been adopted for the payment of wages in any mine. They are— 

“1.—That in future all tutwork bargains be set for an extent of ground, and 
that the men be paid on the Saturday week next following the completion of 


the bargain.—2, That the tribaters be paid in full the pay-day following the 
sampling of the stuff.’’ 

The great point in these rules is that they omit all reference to 
time. ‘The bargain set and the tribute fixed the men can get through 
their work as fast as they please, and within a week after the con- 
tract is completed they are paid. The industrious, therefore, have 
every encouragementtolabour, Not afew competent mining autho- 
rities believe that it is not so much the rate of wages paid in Corn- 
wall as the limitation of the quautity of work the men may do that 
causes chiefly emigration, 

It isa satisfactory thing for Cornishmen to learn that the special 
premium of 20/. given by the Editor of the Mining Journal and the 
Polytechnic Society for the origination of animprovement in dress- 
ing ores has been awarded to one of themselves—Mr, F. Dingey, of 
Truro, for his patent pulveriser. Experience now of several months 
has proved that the value of this machine for the reduction of the 
“rows” is not casily over-estimated, and the committee of the Poly- 
techuic Society had no difficulty in making a unanimous award, 
The pulveriser is rapidly getting-into demand, 

The meeting of the county committee to discuss the Metalliferous 
Mines Regulation Bill on Saturday was of a thoroughly practical 
character. Mr, Bolitho was in the chair, and Mr, St. Aubyn, M.P., 
the leader of the county parliamentary forces upon this question, 
attended to take counsel with his and his colleague’s constituents. 
Mr, St. Aubyn modestly declined to accept the praises which were 
liberally bestowed upon him for his management of the very diffi- 
cult question of mining legislation, remarking that his position with 
regard to it was simply due to the fact that he was the senior mem- 
ber. There was, however, but one opinion among the committee con- 
cerning the great business ability and tact shown by the honourable 
gentleman, The first fruits of these were seen in the separation of 
the Metalliferous Mines Bill from that for the regulation of coal 
mines, rendered absolutely necessary by their entirely dissimilar con- 
ditions, Other results of his labours are to be found on the face of 
the present year’s Bill as compared with last year’s; Mr. Bruce, after 
conferences with Mr, St. Aubyn, having accepted either wholly or 
partially nine or ten out of the twelve amendments moved by that 
gentleman last year, ‘ 

The committee went through the different clauses of the measure 
seriatim, those which received the principal discussion having reference to the 
employment and education of boys and young persons, the fencing of shafts, 
and the use of gunpowder, The Bill would prohibit the employment of children 
under 10 underground, would restrict the hours of employment of those between 
10 and 13 to @ maxamum of 36 hours.a week, and would provide that between 
13 aud 16 young persons should not be allowed to work more than 56 hours a 
week. Upon these points the committee dec. ded to make extensive concessions 
themselves, and to ask fur avery much smaller concession in return. They pro- 
pose that no boy be employed underground under the age of 12, and that from 
12016 the limit of time be 48 hours a weck, so that the lads shall be enabled: ow. rx 
in the ordinary cores with the mep, Thus they would give up the two years 
below 12, and 12 hours a week above 13, and ask only for 12 hours a week be- 
tween lz and 13. The education clause was felt to bea great difficulty. The 
Bill requires an average school attendance from boys between 10 and 13(which 
the committee would atter to 12 and 13) of 154 hour a day, the result of which 
would be that, except la very rare cases, they could not be employed underground 
atall. If this point were insisted upon the commictce thought they might fairly 
ask that the provisions of the Education Act should apply, and that lads who 
had passed the 5th standard should be exempted from these rules, 

The protection of the thousands of open shafts in Coruwall is a very Impor- 
tent matter. To carry out the work thoroughly and effectually would require 
an outlay of many thousands, and then comes the all important question, out 
of whose pocket is the money tocome ? ‘Tbhedifficulty is one purely which affects 
abandoned mines and shafts, The Bill provides that in every abandoned mine 
the owner or other person Interested shall cause the shaits to be fenced; and 
that where the owner of the surface is not also the owner of the minerals the 
form r shall be obliged to fence, with a remedy against the latter, or other per- 
son interested. These regulations are, however, oniy to apply tn the case of 
mincs abaudoued before the passing of the Act to shafts within 50 yards of a 
highway or path, within open or uneuclosed ground, or such as are considered 
specially daugerous by an Inspector. And with these qualifications—a few ver- 
bal amendments excepted—the committee thought the clauses under this head 
satisfactory. It will be scen that the ultimate responsibility of the fencing is 
east upon the owner of the mineral, Provision is also made in tbe general rules 
for the fencing of such old shafts in abandoned and reworked setts as the In- 
spector of the district may require; with all others that are out of use, or used 
ovly as air-shafts. Of Lhis, also, the committee approved, 

Wib regard to blasting, the committee recommended the prohibition of fron 
tamping bars, as well as iron prickers, and were unauimously of opinion that 
the prohibition of the use of gunpowder except in cartridges should be struck 
out, as calculated to incrcase rather than remove danger, 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


‘eb, 29.—The South Staffordshire iron market has been quiet this 
week, the general holiday on Thanksgiving Day having had the 
effect of unsettling business, Ths transactions of the week have 
been so restricted that current quotations alike for pigs and finished 
iron are to a great extent merely nominal. Lest pigs are 5/. 103.; 
seconds, 47, 15, to 5/.; cinders, 4/. to 41, 2s, 6d.; bars, 117, to 122,; 
hoops, 122. 5s. to 131.; gas strip, 117. 103.; singles, 127, 103, to 141. 
per ton, The demand for singles is exceptionally brisk, and al- 
though several sales have taken place at the high rate of 14/, per 
ton, it is expected that a futher advance will be established. 

Coal and ironstone in the Black Country continue very scarce 
and dear, although the former is in better supply this week than last reported. 
Mill and forge coal averages 16s. per ton; households, 183. to 20s.; lamps, 16s ; 
and slack, 7s. to 94. ih the best parts of the district. In iron ores, best natives 
command 20s, to 22s. per ton; new mine, 18s, to 183. Gd. ; hematites, 303. to 
36s. Quotations fur all the better classes of ores have an upward tendency. 

We reported recently that Messrs. Allen and Holden, of West Brom- 
wich, had commenced draining, with the view of working, one of the many 
water-logge:! collieries in that partof thedistrict. We understand that similar 
action is about to be taken by Mr. Reuben Farley, in respect of another of these 
flooded mines, and there Is reason to hope that by united and vigorous enter- 
prise an adequate system of drainage will yet be provided, so that the hundreds 
of acres of new mine and heathen coal which are at prosent under water may 
be rendered available for the urgent requirements of the district. — 

Two additional blast-furnaees have been put into operation during 
the last few days. Of these one is at Tividale, belonging to Mr. George H. 
Hickman ; and the other at Windwill End, belonging to Mr. J. H. Pearson. Mr. 
Hickwan’s furnace is uusurpassed for size by any iu the district, its producing 
power being estimated at 250 tons per week. 

The Globe Tube Works Company (Limited), of Wednesbury, will 
not, we learn, be so great a loser by the failure of Mr, Caleb Bioomer as has been 











represented, and the operations of the company wilil not In any way be affected 
by the unfortunate collapse. Mr. John Knowles has been appointed managing 
director of tue company, an the following gentlemen have also accepted Yeats 
atthe board :—Mossrs. W.O. Firmssone, T. Perry, D. Rose, W. Hatton, U.S. 
Hatton, and L. Lewis. 

In North Staffordshire the ironmasters ara well supplied with orders, 
both for pigs and finished iron, but the current demand is considerably quieter 
than we were able to report a little time ago. 

The Hardware Trades of the Black Country are scarcely so buoyant 
as bast described, although for most of the leading articles the orders in curse 
of execution will absorb the prodace of the current quarter, Prices are tirmly 
supported, with an upward tendency. The makers of japanned and tinned goods 
at Wolverhampton have reticad the disc unt off those artictes 2'g percent. The 
engineering lrouwork estabils'iments throuzhout the district are all in fall pro- 
duction, Meassra, Joun Harper and ©», Witlenhall, have patented a new ma- 
terlal for anncallug cast-iron, in substicucion of the hematite ore ordinarily 
used for that purpose, Tue new material isa chemically-prepared sesqal-oxide 
of tron, and being free from the siliceous properties of he natite, it ts sald to 
possess great advantages over the latter material for this particalar purpose, 
The price ls 45s. per ton. 

Letters from Madrid state that a large foreign house has offered 
t» advance 409,000. steriing at LO per cent. per annum, to mect the half-yearly 
interest duc early in March upon the Dreyfus loan. It is reported «ht prelimi- 
nary negoclations have been commenced with England for a commercial treaty 
based upon the principle of a minimum scale of duties. It has been found that 
English fabrics and goods have Increased in demand greatly over the same de- 
scriptions formerly obtained only from Franee, The same letters add that the 
search for coal in the districts adjoining some of the principal lines of railway 
has been successful, though the exact spots are not yct named. This has given 
satisfactio:, especially to the companies themselves, as the production from the 
mines of the Asturias are totally insufficient to meet the demand for coal, aud 
the price of Koglish coal is 273. per ton, freight aud dues included, 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


Feb, 28.—In both Coal and Iron during the past week business has 
been fully up to the high average of the last six months, and there 
are now mauy conjectures as to what will be the state of these trades 
during the summer, Exportorders for coal are unusually numerous 
for this season of the year, and a large increase is looked for when 
the shipping season proper commences. The demand for home con- 
sumption Is also far above the average, and the result is that the sources of 
supply are quite unequal to the strain put upon them. The demand for tron. 
stone of all descriptions is exceedingly active, and pig-iron ts selling at prices 
higher than any that have been reached for ihe last 20 years, The general 
opinion ts that the high price of labour, the small supply of raw matertal, and 
the scarcity of fucl will keep prices at least at their present rate during the 
whole of.the summer, and that this ts the belief of the greater portion of the 
masters is s2own by the contracts which have been entered tnto. In manu- 
factured tron it is almost impossible to place new orders, and wheu they can be 
accepted it is ouly at exceedingly bigh prices, 

In the list of petitions lodged against the Bill for the amalgama- 
tion of the London and North-Westera and Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway 
Companies appear the words *‘ certain owners of collieries.’’ This term Includes 
not only the Lancashire and Cheshire Coal Association, but a number of col- 
liery proprietors whose works are tu the nelghbourhood of Skilmersdaie, and 
whose conference with a committee of the district assoclitiuu, with a view to 
united action, was referred to tn a previous letter. In the report of the direct- 
ors of the Ribble Navigation C mpany, presenicd to a meeting of sharebolders, 
held to-day, attention ts called to the fact that the directors have petitioned 
against the am tlgamation for the purpose of obtaluing au equillsation of rates, 
and it is stated that the company have now six coasting steamers tanning 
between Preston and Liverpool, and that by this route merchandise is carriel 
with greater dispatch and more cheaply than by the railways,

The orders for Malleable Iron since the last advance have not been 
anything like equal to the make, and had it not been for the heavy 
orders in hand the works would have had to be stopped. There is 
this week some business doing at the advanced prices for spring 
shipment, and the present aspect of the wages question in every de- 
partment of the iron trade gives buyers little hope of an early re- 
duction in prices, Although the questions iu dispute between em- 
ployers and employed have not been arranged, it is hoped that these 
will be adjusted without having recourse either to a strike ora lock- 
out, At the last Conference the masters offered 54 hours a week, 
and 60 hours pay, to take effect at once, and 51 hours to begin on 
Jan. 1 next. The men differed with the masters, by desiring the 
51 hours to commence on Aug. 1. As the representatives of both 
parties had not power to concede the terms required by the other, it 
was agreed that both should go back to their constituents to see if 
terms could be arranged; if not, the question to be settled by arbi- 
tration. The nail and rivet makers have settled terms with their 
employers, 

We have again to record several pretty heavy consignments of 
sugar and engine machiuery to ports abroad, 

Prices of all kinds of finished iron are again firmer, but second- 
class makers, we hear, would book good orders at under the list price, 
A subscription is being organised at Blochairn for a testimonial to 
their late manager, Mr. Bladen. 

The Shotts Iron Company have declared an interim dividend for 
the balf-year of 6 per cent. on the ordinary aud 5 per cent. on the preference 
shares of the company, both free of income tax, and payable on Aprill., The 
Chairman gave a very favourable account of the state aud prospects of the iron 
trade, the beneficial effects of which the company are now able to take advan- 
tage of from the improved position and benefits secured by the favourable terms 
of the recent Act of Incorporation, 

The Coal Trade is better this week, and some pretty heavy orders 
for spring shipment have been concluded at good prices. There was 
a fear that a reduction of prices would have been general at the com- 
mencement of the month ; but we only hear as yet of one here and 
there who are disposed to quote lower. The shipments forthe week 
are beyond the average—being 30,185 tons, against 27,682 in the 
corresponding week last year, The stock of coal at the works is very much re- 
duced ; and this, with the interrupted aud broken way the colllers are working, 
is rendering the article scarce and dear. Efforts are being made to get the hours 
at all the collieries reduced to eight per day. 

TRODIGALL l'IT, CAMPBELTOWN.—Owing to the extraordinary 
high price of Glasgow and Ayrshire coal, which used to be largely imported to 
Campbeitown, there has becu a great demand for the product of our local coal- 
pit at Vrodigall, and theenterprising proprietor, Mr, Smillie, has in contempla- 
tion the sinking of a new shaft iu order to work the present seam ata greater 
depth, The pit produces a first-rate household coal, and from the fact that the 
proprietor is able to se'l it at about nearly one-half of the price charged for 
Glasgow coal it is beiug largely taken advantage of. His Grace the Duke of 
Argyll has, during the past year, erected at Drumlemble village a long row of 
neat colliers’ cottages, fitted up in the mcst modern style, with every necessary 
for the comfort of the occupants, These cottages, which are capable of accom- 
modating from 14 to 20 families, are just about completed, and give the appear- 
ance of quite a flourishing place to the village. ¥ " 

VENTILATION OF COAL MINES,—At the meeting of the Institution 
of Colliery Managers for the Middle Ward of Lanarkshire - Mr. David Wingate - 
in the chair— Mr. Alexander Cunningham, of Shawsburn and Auldton Coliteries, 
read an excellent paper on the “* Ventilation of Coal Mines,’’ in which he dis- 
cussed at length the furnace, stea:n-jet, and fan systems.
